I can hear 
you very clearly,” I answered.

Flory said. 
“I wish some of the 
boys in the United States ‘could be 
over here.” 
At this point there was some 
little static, the only time the con­ 
versation was interrupted, but it 
was quick ly eliminated and talk ing 
was resumed.

shot, as Snook was, said had he 
planned the slaying he could have 
ambushed Miss Hlx and k illed her 
with a pistol, or he cculd have 
resorted to drags which were a- 


vailable at the university. 
“Was 
Miss 
Hix 
addicted 
to 
drugs, as reported?” he was ask ­ 
ed, 
“No,” he replied. 
“Once 
she 
ask ed me for sonae cocaine to re­ 
move a spot on her ear, but that 
was the only time.

Snook said Miss 
Hix 
always 
w'anted him week -ends when she 
had time off.

and the prohibition bureau itself 
out of the treasury deoartment en­ 
tirely and put them all i nt o 
a new 
bureau in the department, of jus­ 
tice.

Senator Watson declared

HERE are many diseases and affections which are seasonal. For 
instance, you suffer from ivy poisoning only during the warm 
season. This Is true also of oak poisoning. Of course these two 


plants are very much alike. Oak grows in California and the Pacific 
States. 
Ivy is met in the Middle and Eastern 


States. 


The symptoms of Ivy and oak poisoning are 


similar. They begin with an intense itching of 
the skin. This is followed by burning, a rash 
and very shortly the formation of small papules 
close together. 


The second day these papules or pimple-like 


spots become swollen and inflamed. The skin 
is extremely sore to the touch. Later the blisters 
break of their own accord, or are rubbed by the 
scratching, permitting the fluid to escape. This 
appears to spread the poison, passing the infec- 
tion to other parts of the body. 


In severe cases the pus may take the place 


of the fluid. 


I have told you the more serious side of 


poison ivy. There is little or no excuse for any- ftft 
one to suffer all these symptoms. 
If proper 


care of the skin is taken after exposure to this plant, there need be 
no violent symptoms. 


If you are warm and perspiring, you are more susceptible than 
otherwise. The pores of the skin are open and infection easily occurs. 
The first thing to do if you have 
- 
been exposed to poison ivy is to wash 
thoroughly the hands, fact or other 
exposed parts. Use plenty of strong 
soap, such as ordinary laundry soap. 
Baking aoda. in strong volution is 
also beneficial. 


Probably the most healing solution 
to use to reduce the Itching and 
swelling is grlndella robusta.

Best Cod Liv ers Are 
Worst, Science Finds 
New York.—Cod livers that con­ 
tain tlie most oil do not have the 
host, from tho standpoint of pre­ 
venting rickets, Dr. Alfred F. Hess, 
Hr.

Honey well have found b y recent 
experiments. 
The antirachitic po­ 
tency of eod-liver oil is determined 
b y a feeding experiment on y oung 
rats. In this way eod-liver oil for 
the market is assay ed.

inv estig a tors 
found tlfat oil from “poor” livers 
was 
times more potent than 
high-grade oil. 
“Contrary to current opinion, an­ 
tirachitic potency varies inversely 
with the amount of oil iu the liver,” 
the investigators reported to the i 
Journal of the American Medical 
association. They found that rich1 
livers had oil which was very much1 
less effective in checking rickets.’

Best Cod Livers Are 


Worst, Science Finds 


New York.—Cod livers that con- 


tain the most oil do not have the 
best, from the standpoint of pre- 
venting rickeK Dr. Alfred F. Hess, 
Dr. Charles E. Bills and Edna M. 
Honei\v;ell have found by recent 
experiment*. The antirachftic po- 
tency of cod-li\er oil is determined 
by a feeding experiment on young 
rats. In this way eou-lher oil for 
the market Is assayed. Uaing the 
same method, these investigators 
found tlrat oil from "poor" livers 
Avas 200 times more potent than 
high-grade oil. 


"Contrary to current opinion, an-^ 


tlrachitic potency varies Inversely 
with the amounkof oil in the liver,"i 
the investigators reported to the 
Journal of the American Medical' 
association. They found that rich1 
livers had oil which was very much' 
less effectire In checking rickets-' 
The more potent oil found In poor 
livers has a very dark color nnd 
can only be obtained In minute 
amounts. Oils from individual flsh 
may vary as much as 1.000 times
